President Coolidge has performed 


many notable services for his coun- 
try in which he put statesmanship 
above party politics. 

He is responsible for the state- 
ment, made and repeated in his 
messages to congress, that revenue 
legislation should be entirely di- 
vorced from partisan considerations.

If there {is one governmental 
agency that should be free from 
party or political influences of any 
kind it is the United States tariff 
commission. It was created as a 
non-partisan—or certainly a _ bi-;

Recently a 
democratic vacancy was very 
promptly filled by the appointment 
of another democrat, thus illus- 
trating the president’s understand- 
ing of the even balance supposed to 
be maintained in the personnel of 
tha: body. 

Now comes. Washington dis- 
patches, however, telling of the ap- 
pointment of Vice Chairman W. S. 
Culberson, of the commission, to a 
diplomatic post, in order to break a 
tie existing in the commission on 
the sugar schedule. 

The people generally are familiar 
with the situation. For three years 
there has been an overwhelming de- 
mand for a reduction of the present 
sugar tariff which provides a sub- 
stantial “protection” for the beet 
sugar interests of. the central and 
northwest, but imposes an enor- 


100,000,000 sugar consumers of 


this country. 

Time and again some action has 
been sought, but without avail. The 
senate called upon the tariff com- 
mission for a full investigation and 
report on why the tariff should not 
be reduced. It conducted hearings 
over a period of nearly 18 months, 
Before the last election the president 
was urged to act in the interest of 
consumers. He promptly pigeon- 
lioled all such petitions. Opposing 
politicians charged him with pander- 
ing to the beet sugar states, He 
made no denial. Some of his closest 
pelitical advisors admitted that such 
was the case. 

It now develops that the commis- 


sion has been tied three to three 
on the sugar matter, one-half of the 
same standing flat-footedly for a 
continuation of the present rate, and 
one-half —led by Vice Chairman 
Culberson—for a 50 per cent re- 
duction. In order to break the tie 
the president, therefore, has trans- 
ferred one of the low rate advocates 
to another field, leaving the high, 
protective tariff partisans in full and 
complete control of the commission.

HEALTH TALKS |

YOUTH POISON. 

It would not b» surprising to hear 
almost any day now that the board 
of underwriters nas ruled that the 
daisy chain at Vassar shall be chem- 
ically fireproofed. The bearers should 
not be denied their right to smeke 
while doing Sheir act. Vaessar stu- 
dents recently voted in favor of the 
privilege of smoking, and many of 
them thought the school authorities 
should provide smoking rooms. 

Is tobacco more injurious to wom- 
en than it is to men’? ‘here is no 
scientific evidence that it is, but I 
believe it js more injurious to young 
women than it is to young men. The 
giri who acquires the cigarette habit 
almost invariably begias secretly, 
even though she eventuatly acknowl- 
edges her habit o-: even parades it 
publicly. She begins secreti; because 
deep within her is the consciousness 
that it is something shameful: her 
conscience pricks a little. After a 
time perhaps, the dulling effect of 
this narcotic drug on the eonscience 
enables the girl to acknowledge her 
babit, aud especially so if she finds 
that other girls or women, «ven wom- 
en she respects, ure fond of smoking. 
But anybody who knows the rudi- 
ments of simple psychology knows 
that no woman «& man caa cerry on 
a secret practice which is in any way 
shameful without losing sometbing in 
the line of charveter, nersonality, not 
to mention health. Mind, I do not 
brand every woman wlhw is a victim 
of the tobacco habit as bad, but I do 
mean to sugges: that this practice, 
secret or open, is a flaw that lessens 
the beauty and worth of the jeavel. 

An argument sometimes heard is 
that smoking is more injurious to 
women because they have a more 
delicately adjustec nervous system 
than men is invaild for the simple 
reason that the nervous system of a 
woman is not more delicately adjust- 
ed nor more delicate in any way than 
thet of a man. The potion that 
women are more celicate thin men is 
one propagated hv the fake female 
terie interests for profit.

Scene in front of the university 
building in Brussels on election morn- 
ing, where a polling booth has been 
installed and where some of the most 
distinguished citizens of Belgium come 
to cast their ballots.

The decision of Berliners to rename 
one of the principal streets of the 
great city in honor of President Ebert 
is meeting with opposition in the 
country and especially Bavaria, where 
the right wing politicians, Ebert’s 
opponents, have great influence.

To this Charles ordered preemptor.¥ 
that there be no recess at all. And 
there was none.

In Right Race Relations 


Intensified Campaign on 
Lynching Planned—Dr. 
Ashby Jones Heads In- 
ter-Racial Commission. ° 


Suggestion that a national founda- 


|tion be created for annual award of 


a worthy prize to that person mak- 
ing the most important contribution 
in the realm of race relations fea- 
tured the closing session of the com- 
mission on interracial cooperation, 
which adjourned at noon Friday. ‘The 
Suggestion was made by Dr. Plato 
Durham, of Emory university, and 
was enthusiastically received by the 
commission and referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee for action. 

Dr. Durham proposed that this an- 
nual award be put upon the same 
high plane as the Nobel prizes or the 
Wilson Memorial. It is felt by the 
commission that the plan. if per- 
fected and carried through, would 
greatly stimulate the movement for 
satisfactory racial adjustments. 

: Will Fight Lynchings 

An intensive and many-sided cam- 
paign for the final eradication of 
lynchings was agreed upon. A _ sur- 
vey of this whole subject was given 
by Dr. Monroe Work, the statistician 
of Tuskegee Institute, who has been 
keeping the records of lynchings for 
many years. He pointed out the 
marked increase of publie and editorial! 
condemnation of lynching in the last 
few years, the passage in a number 
of states of effective anti-lynching 
legislation, and the increased vigilance 
of officersin protecting prisoners from 
mobs. All of these factors. he said, 
have contributed to the rapid decrease 
in mob victims in the last three years. 

The commission pledged itself to do 
all in its power to encourage officials

in oe the law, to take all pos- 
sible steps for the prevention of mob 
violence, to obviate as fully as may 
be the legal delays which are so often 
siven as an excuse for lynchings, to 
emphasize the fact that “the usual 
crime”. really figures in only about 
one-fourth of the lynchings, and in 
every Way to further’ stimulate a 
healthy public sentiment on the sub- 
ject. This comprehensive program 
was outlined to the commission in a 
paper submitted hy Dr, Isaac Fisher. 
of Fisk university.

Hanover, Germany, April 24.—(By 
the Associated Press.)

Short Line Roads 


Raise Questions 
About’ Mergers 


_ Washington, April 24.—-Representa- 

tives of short line railroads appear- 
ing today before the interstate com- 
merce commission raised the ques- 
tion of what disposition would be 
made of their properties in event gen- 
eral railroad consolidation is author- 
ized throughout the country. 

Their intervention came in the 
course of the commission’s hearings 
on the Van Sweringen plan for merg- 
ing the Nickel Plate with four con- 
necting lines, and Commissioner 
Meyer, presiding. asked B. B. Cain, 
counsel for the American Short Line 
Railroad association, to submit a list 
of all short lines connecting with or 
lying in the territory of the proposed 
Nickel Plate system. 

John J. Bernet, president of the 
Nickel Plate. who has been on the 
witness,stand nearly four days, told 
Moultrie Hitt, counsel for the New 
York and Pennsylvania railroad, one 
of the short lines, that this particular 
railroad had not yet been considered, 
but that the backers of the tentative 
consolidation had reached a working 
agreement with at least one short 
line concerned. Arrangements were 
made for the submission of records 
relating to the New York and Penn- 
sylvania company, while Mr. Cain's 
general intervention was left to be 
more fully developed in argument. 

Mr. Bernet continued today under 
cross-examination by attorneys for dis- 
senting minority stockholders, who ob- 
ject to the basis of security exchanges 
which the Van Sweringen plan has 
provisionally laid out for bringing the 
Nickel Plate, Chesapeake & Ohio, 
Hocking Valley. Pere Marquette and 
Erie railroads into a single corpora- 
tien. The discussions will continue 
tomorrow.

New York, April 24.—After an in- 
itial burst of strength, the bond mar- 
ket today yielded most of its gains in 
sympathy with the growing: irregu- 
larity of stock market operations. 
Cross currents of trading uncovered 


and domestic corporation lists but 
these were counterbalanced by the 
strength of railroad issues, a number 
of which sold at the year’s highest 
prices. 

Reactionary tendencies of the west- 
ern rail shares based on disappoint- 
ment over the March earnings state- 
ments of the Union Pacific and otber 
railroads in that territory were ig- 
nored in bond trading. Chicago and 
Terre Haute income 5s rose 4 points 
to a new top price at 67 1-2 and 
Frisco adjustment 6s also established 
a new high price at 98 3-8. Demand 
for other rail liens embraced South- 
ern Pacific refunding 4s, Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois 5s, Central Pacific 
4s, International Great Northern_ 6s 
and Union Pacific refunding 4s. Erie 
and Norfolk & Western bonds re- 
acted. 

Uneasiness over the outcome of the 
impending German elections brought 
scattered selling of the German 7s, 
which moved fractionally ~ lower. 
French, Serbian and other foreign is- 
sues also eased off, although foreign 
exchanges were strengthened by the 
rise in sterling to the highest point in 
10 years. 

The proposed termination of receiv- 
ership for the New York street rail- 
way lines exerted a favorable influ- 
ence on the local transit issues. Other 
points of strength included Standard 
Gas 6 1-2s, Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical and American Writing Paper is- 
sues, but these gains were partially 
offset by fractional declines in Wilson, 
Skelly Oil and General Electric liens.

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U. S. SAYS COTTON BALE 


WASTEFULLY HANDLED 


Washington, April 294.—The Ameri- 
van bale of cotton is the most waste- 
fully handled package which enters 
the channels of commerce in any 
country, the department of agricul- 
ture has found after extensive inves” 
tigations. The annual losses incurred 
by the growers ane spinners of Amerf- 
jean cotton by the present method of 
baling is estimated at $150,000,000. 
Weather damage to cotton through 
failure to warehouse the bales is 
placed at more than $25,000,000 
annually. 
The department says that if bet- 
ter covering were used in baling egt- 
ton and the cotton compressed to hit 
density the industry would save at least 
$3,000,000 a year. Present methods 
of loose baling allow only 30 bales to 
he loaded in a box car, whereas hig! 
rompressure baling would permit the 
loading of 100 bales. a 

The department is now investigatimgs 
the possibility of standardizing baling 
methods and of gelling cotton on a 
net weight instead of a gross weight 
basis.
